It aggre­ 
gates the magnificent sum $37,950,000. 


The Madison Dem ocrat of Thursday 
morning says:

Dam intimates that the horning of the 
Dodge county records last bu aday at J u ­ 
neau was a prem editated blaze designed 
by the couuty treasurer to cover up defal­ 
cations which m ust soon have been expos­ 
ed. This fire, following so soon after the 
one last fall that destroyed some of the 
treasurer's vouchers, is considered a sus­ 
picious incident, and the subject will be 
investigated.

He not only proposes to sweep away four­ 
teen regiments out of the present forty, to 
m uster out of service all 
superfluous 
officers, but he proposes to virtually re­ 
duce to penury what officers are left. The 
New York Herald which 
has followed 
H ew itt pretty closely in hi« congressional 
career, now leaves him, so far as this stab 
at the army is concerned, and is very 
pronounced against both the Banning and 
the Hew itt schemes to shorn the army ot j 
its strength 
I tic position taken by the 
Herald is a sound aud a loyal one. 
It 
■ iys: •‘Mr. H ew itt’s bill has neither fair­ 
ness nor expediency to recommend it to fa­ 
vor. 
It is not just to those who have fitted 
themselves for the m ilitary service ot the 
country to tern them a drill by wholesale, 
a a l it if no* wise to drive Rom the army 
officers whose educatioo*has been a consid­ 
erable cost to the nation. If we are to have 
an army of only twenty-five thousand men 
—a mere military bagatelle—it will be bet- 
ter to maintain forty or fifty skeleton reg!- 


There seems to be some dissatisfaction 
in W ashington with the appointm ents the 
President has made for that city. It is said 
when he weut lo W ashington he prom ­

Mr. Smith was 
for a year or more Superintendent of Mill 
B, in Minneapolis, the second In the chain 
ot explosions, and says that while in that 
position be knew that A and B, and others 
of the city were as dangerous as powder 
m agazines from the way they were con­ 
structed, aud that he predicted to the own­ 
ers of the mills and others in Minneapolis 
that they would explode. 
The reason 
stated by Mr. Sm ith is this: 
By the use of purifiers, the fine dust of 
the ground grain is blown away from the 
mass and exhausted into a room from the 
machines. 
In the use of the system, when 
the proper plan is followed, the room into 
which the purifiers “exhaust” is ventilated 
at the top by turrets through which the 
highly inflammable aud explosive gas is 
carried into the open air. 
In the Minne­ 
apolis mills there was no ventilation what­ 
ever in the “exhaust rooms,” which were 
consequently but storing places for the 
dangerous gas, which only awaited the 
presence of fire, such as a match, a candle 
or a cigar, to ignite and blow up the build­ 
ing 
like 
an 
exploding 
bomb.

ning day aud night, 
throw ing ninety 
streams of gas into two rooms utterly, de­ 
void ot ventilation, w hich were, therefore, 
storing places for this gaseous dynamite, 
Mr. Sm ith’s theory is tho same as that 
advanced by a noted chem ist,as follows: 
When bruised, the flour resolves Into 
gases. 
The carbon, by uniting with the 
oxygen of the air, becomes carbonic oxide 
or carbonic acid? aud the hydrogen aud 
oxygen becomes water, yapor or steam. 
The volume of these 
gases is much in­ 
creased by their big ti tem perature at the 
momeut of combustion. 
The conditions 
required to bring about 
a ll mr explosion are somewhat sim ilar to 
those which cause a gas explosion. Coal 
gas is not explosive When unmixed w ith 
air 
sufficient 
to 
burn 
it. 
This 
proportion is obtained in the most power­ 
ful degree when one volume of gas is m in­ 
gled in ten parts of air. A lesser or larger 
proportion of air lessens the power of the 
explosion by causing the gas to burn less 
quietly, and consequently with less explo­ 
sive force, and thus tending more to ordi­ 
nary com bunion. 
In order lo bring about the explosion, it 
is also necessary that the flour or m ixture 
be confined withiu a given space ; hence, ii 
the flour be incised in a box, with the lid 
fastened down, and the bellows be brought 
into play to produce a cloud while a light 
Is introduced, tho box will be forced open 
with a loud explosive noise, and the side be 
split up. while weights placed on the box 
are thrown off.

Cu­ 
rious must It be to a foreigner to learn that 
in England there are “kicking districts,” so 
called ; that is districts in which husbands 
are often punished tor bruising their wives 
almost to death with their hob nailed shoes 
in the Black country the brutality is most 
conspicuous.

I need hardly say that Mies Cobbe gives 
a hart-rending list of the atrocities com­
